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Turning Point 
Eight years after Pearl Harbor, the intent and 
result of that historic blunder are clearer than 
at any time since 1941. 
The Japanese gov ernment, a military dictator­ 
ship, had conv inced itself by wishful thinking 
that it would driv e the United States out of the 
Pacific ocean and expose this country’s Pacific 
coastline to Japan’s own sea and air power. 
It 
was almost right. 
Th e United States gov ernment, also through 
w^s iful thinking, had persuaded itself that Ja­ 
pan wouldn't try to do this—or that if it did try 
it would be dev ious and subtle, striking first at 
some point along the coastline of Asia. 
The impact of Pearl Harbor was tremendous. 
It caused the United States to exceed ev en its 
own expectations as a military power. It caused 
the downfall of the most powerful military alli­ 
ance of the 20th century. But most important of 
all, it ended the military enchantment of the 
United States. 
From the American Rev olution to the instant 
before Pearl Harbor, the gov ernment and most 
of the American people believ ed in good faith as 
the basis of understanding between nations. They 
believ ed that war could be ev aluated by logic. 
They believ ed that it could be outlawed by re­ 
solution; that peace could be preserv ed by good 
intentions and ‘ gestures with an empty gun.” 
For better or worse, Pearl Harbor changed all 
that. It brought about the permanent disenchant­ 
ment of Americans, ranging from the commander 
in chief in the White House to the enlisted sailors 
whose corpses still lie in the capsized hull of the 
battleship Arizona. No one believ es any longer 
that war can be outlawed by resolution, or that 
peace can be preserv ed with an empty gun.

Back To Football 
Harv ard univ ersity’s declaration of football 
policy has done more for the game than anything 
Bince the forward pass. 
For once, an educational institution fed up w ith, 
the grief and complications of trying to keep up 
with win-at-any-price football has not rushed 
from one extreme to another. 
There’s nothing new about Harv ard’s decision 
to restore football to its original status of a game, 
not an occupation. But because the decision is 
made by Harv ard, it reflects that great univ er­ 
sity’s prestige. 
Other institutions hav e had de-emphasis pro­ 
grams. Harv ard, howev er, has chosen what might 
be called an emphasis program, but putting the 
emphasis where it belongs—on football played by 
its bona fide students with bona fide students from 
other univ ersities. 
Th pattern of a sensible solution for the pig­ 
skin problem emerges. It will find football at the 
college lev el div ided into two categories—football 
as played by amateurs against amateurs and foot­ 
ball played by semi-professionals against other 
teams of semi-professionals. 
Both categories will hav e their followers. But 
there will come to be a clear distinction between 
them. 
And for the comfort of those who contend 
that the amateur kind will hav e no appeal, this 
is a rash prediction that in 10 years univ ersities 
will hav e abandoned the semi-professional foot­ 


ball player to full-time professionals, who know 
how to handle the problems he presents.

Gains Recorded Even 
Before Holiday Jumps 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6—(AP) 
be looking up in Nov ember—ev en 
before the lift that the Christmas 
sales season usually giv es to em­ 
ployment. 
New figures from the Census 
Bureau were wrelcomed by Secre­ 
tary of Commerce Sawyer as 
showing that “the job picture in 
Nov ember was perhaps more fa­ 
v orable than at any prev ious time 
this year.” 
The figures, released by Sawyer 
late yesterday, showed in brief: 
60,954,000 Americans, counting 
1.436.000 in the armed forces, had 
jobs good for one hour a week or 
more in Nov ember, ev en if some 
of them w eren’t actually working 
because of illness, strikes, v aca­ 
tions, etc. 
The 59.518,000 civ ilian jobs in 
Nov ember represented a gain of 
517.000 ov er October, although 
the total was 375,000 below No­ 
v ember, 1948. when the boom was 
at its peak. 
Furtherm ore, 
non-farm 
em­ 
ployment, up 350.000 in Nov em­ 
ber to a 51,540,000 total, 'was 
“back to the 1949 high recorded 
Sn the late summer months,” the 
Census Bureau said. It added that 
Nov ember “recov ered the 
loss­ 
es” caused by the October steel 
and coal strikes. 
Unemployment dropped 167,- 
000 in Nov ember to a total of 3,- 
409.000 although it was fairly 
near double the 1.831,000 total 
of boomtime Nov ember, 1948. 
The farm picture gav e an un­ 
usual boodst to the Nov ember em­ 
ployment total by showing a 168,- 
000 climb in Nov ember, usually a 
month when farm work is declin­ 
ing.

Dr. R. T Holzbach, health com- j 
missioncr, reported he had sent 
a letter to city cou ncil su ggesting 
the establishment of a tax -paid 
city garbage collection 
sy stem 
He wrote in his letter: 
“The collection of garbage as I 
it is now practiced in the city of ! 
Salem, that is. on a fee basis for I 
collection, will nev er be satisfac- i 
tory . The collectors hav e not su f­ 
ficient income to warrant pu r­ 
chasing 
first-class 
equ ipment; 
and all equ ipment mu st be some 
ty pe of makeshift arrangement. 
“The collection 
of garbage in 
Salem will nev er be satisfactory 
u ntil a special d epartment, paid 
by tax ation and u nd er the d irec­ 
tion of the serv ice d irector, is es­ 
tablished . This sy stem is u sed ifi 
cities similar to the size of Salem. 
All large cities hav e a 
garbage 
collection sy stem maintained by 
the city , and mand atory . 
“This was thorou ghly d iscu ss- s 
cd recently at a meeting of the 
Civ ic committee* of the v ariou s 
serv ice organizations. This is the 
only way a city can be kept clean 
and progressiv e. The collection of 
refu se and garbage is ju st as im­ 
portant to a city as the collection j 
of sewage and the d istribu tion of 
water.”

Anemia Reflects Body's Condition 
rpHE blood contains small rou nd 
-*■ 
d isks called red blood cells, 
or ery throcy tes. Normally , there 
are abou t 5 ,000,- 
000 of these cells 
in 
each 
cu bic 
millimeter 
of 
blood . 
(There 
are more than 
16,000 cu bic mil­ 
limeters in a cu ­ 
bic inch.) These 
cells contain a 
red coloring mat­ 
ter — hemoglo­ 
bin—which car­ 
ries ox y gen to 
which is necessary for life. When 
there are too few red blood cells 
or not enou gh hemoglobin to con­ 
d ition is called “anemia.” 
When a person loses more 
blood than the sy stem can re­ 
place, anemia d ev elops. If su d ­ 
d en, as from a wou nd , the d iffi­ 
cu lty can be remed ied promptly 
by stopping the hemorrhage and 
giv ing a blood transfu sion. 
If hemorrhage is slow, it is 
necessary 
to find 
where the 
bleed ing comes from and to stop 
it if possible. 
If this kind of 
anemia is sev ere, it may be nec- 


llr. J o rda n 
the tissu es and 


essary to giv e transfu sions or 
take other measu res, inclu d ing 
the u se of iron preparations, 
iron being an important part of 
hemoglobin. 
Often the cau se can be reme­ 
d ied and the anemia is then like­ 
ly to clear u p. If it comes from 
a poor d iet giv ing an ad equ ate 
d iet alone is generally enou gh. 
* One kind of anemia comes par­ 
ticu larly , 
bu t 
not. ex clu siv ely , 
in women between 30 and 5 0 
y ears of age. The cau se of this 
anemia is a d eficiency of iron 
d u e to sev eral things, probably 
inclu d ing d efectiv e d iet and poor 
absorption d u e to d istu rbance 
of the stomach and intestines. 
This cau ses a feeling of weak­ 
ness, shortness of breath, nerv ­ 
ou s d istu rbances, d ry hair, sore 
tongu e and paleness. 
* 
Failu re of the organs which 
make the blood may prod u ce 
anemia. This d ifficu lty lies prin­ 
cipally in the bone marrow and 
is similar to the form of anemia 
which comes from certain poi­ 
sons.

Coaches Debate New Rule 
Changes On Possession 


NBA May Put Curb 
On Big Pivot Men 


NEW YORK, Dec. 6 —In an ef­ 
fort to p ep up the g ate with ac­ 
tion-filled g ames, the National 
Basketball association may p ut 
a curb on the loop ’s big men. 
Alarmed ov er 
the 
mounting 
number of fouls called in NBA 
contests, the p ro leag ue’s ex ecu­ 
tiv e board has recommended an 
ex p erimental try at doubling the 
width of the foul lanes from six 
feet to 12 feet, for a one month 
p eriod, from Dec. 15 to Jan. 15. 
Maurice Podoloff, p resident of 
the NBA, said the loop ’s six -man 
ex ecutiv e board unanimously rec­ 
ommended the rules chang e. 
He said the recommendations 
were airmailed to the circuit’s 17- 
man board of g ov ernors for ap ­ 
p rov al. 
The rule would call for widen­ 
ing the freee throw lanes from 
the p resent-six feet to 12 feet, 
so that the lines bounding the free 
throw lane shall terminate at the 
ex tremities of the free throw 
line. 
This rule, incidentally , already 
is in effect 
for 
international 
amateur p lay and will be em­ 
p loy ed at 
the 
19 52 
Oly mp ic 
g ames. 
It hits the big man by forcing 
him out another three feet on 
each side for p iv ot shots. 


NEW YORK—(NEA)—As the 
colleg es -step more boldly into 
the basketball season there is 
mounting interest in the contro­ 
v ersial rule chang e awarding both 
the free throw and p ossession to 
a team fouled in the last two 
minutes. 
The chang e has not y et been 
adequately tested. 
It will not be until some close 
g ames dev elop , but already the 
coaches are lining up for and 
ag ainst it. 
A sp lit in New York finds Nat 
Holman of City Colleg e op p osing 
the chang e on the assump tion 
that it will p rov e drastically un­ 
fair to the team that is behind. 
Frank McGuire of Brookly n St. 
John’s, on the other hand, is 
strong ly in fav or of the chang e 
because he feels it will eliminate 
heated second-g uessing by fans. 
Inv olv ing more than one rule, 
the chang e is too leng thy to be 
stated v erbatim, but tiere is the 
way it is p hrased in an ex p lana­ 
tory p reface to the rule book: 
“Personal fouls that occur dur­ 
ing the last two minutes of the 
second half, and of ex tra p eriods 
of 40-minute g ames . . . are to be 
p enalized in the same way as 
technical fouls; that is, the free 
throw or throws must be taken, 
and whether made or missed, the 
ball is to be p ut in p lay by a 
throw-in at mid-court by any 
p lay er 
of 
the 
free-thrower’s 
team.” 
Comments Holman: “You mig ht 
just as well end the g ame after 
38 minutes, because under this 
rule the team that leads in the 
last two minutes cannot lose. 
“It will alway s hav e the ball.” 
McGuire doesn’t ag ree. 
“It is p ossible for the team that 
is ahead to commit a foul,” he 
p oints out. “That’s just what hap ­ 
p ened at St. John’s the first time 
the rule was called this season. 
We were leading , and we had the 
ball, but one of our p lay ers was 
charg ed with a p ick.

The rule say s 
that when new backboards are 
installed they must be transp ar­ 
ent.

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Uniform Laws On 
Trucking Sought 


Officials From 14 
States End Sessions 


COLUMBUS, Dec. 8—(AP)— 
Highway officials of 14 states to­ 
day are expected to make recom­ 
mendations for uniform laws reg­ 
ulating weights and dimensions of 
trucks using their highways. 
Yesterday, Gov. 
Frank 
J. 
Lausche, urged them to draw up 
a declaration of policy to help 
guide legislators. Discussions end 
today. 
T. J. Kauer, Ohio highway di­ 
rector who called the two-day 
conference, has asked truckers 
and their associations not to seek 
further increases in weight and 
load limits now. 
Study of the question will re­ 
quire more time, he said, and 
highways now in existence and 
those yet to be built must be con­ 
sidered. 
However, there was little indi­ 
cation that state and 
national 
trucking associations at yester­ 
day's sessions would agree to 
the suggestion. 
Every session of the Ohio leg­ 
islature in the last 10 years has 
increased truck load limitation 
at the request of truckers, Kauer 
said. 
“The truckers themselves have 
said a moratorium is needed while 
the question is given more study,” 
Kauer said. “When is it going 
to stop and why? But will they 
agree to limit their loads, while 
the study is being made, to the 
limits 
recommended 
by 
the 
American Association of State 
Highway officials?”

stairs, waiting to land,” said the 
man.

COLUMBUS, Dec. 6—(AP) 
The educational council, research 
group of the Ohio Education As 
sociation, said today the problem 
of overcrowded classrooms has 
become * critical in many Ohio 
communities. 
It suggested the possibility of 
withholding state funds from 
schools 
which

—Herbert Hoov er is coming back 
to Washington to pu sh along a 
new driv e to reorganize the gov ­ 
ernment as a step toward econ­ 
omy .
